It is now admitted. in official quarters that Italian 
troops ‘have been active -on-the frontier of 
French Somaliland for some months past, and 
that several military posts have. been establish- 

ed on what is held to-be French territory, 
though the border has never been properly de- 


marcated. 
'. Reports reaching Paris 
the week-end say that the Italians 
are building strategic roads to- 
wards French Somaliland and Ita- 
lian wireless broadcasts in Addis 
Ababa have repeatedly declared that 
French. Somaliland will soon be 
Italian and the French at Djibouti 
will be driven into the sea. 

It is estimated ‘by competent ob- 
servers that Italy now has about 
90,000 European troops in Abyssi- 
nia, plus 130,000 Italian workmen 
of military. age, and 150,000 native 
troops under Italian officers. ; 

France has few troops at 
Djibouti, though some 2;000 Sene- 
galese are now on their way. 

Normally, Djibouti depends for 
defence on French naval forces, 
acting, presumably, in cooperation 
with British naval forces in the 
Red Sea and Gulf of Aden.

With a dull thump like a pit ex- 
plosion the gas in the Reichstag 
blew up and the great glass dome 
collapsed. By now the fire, fed by 
inflammable liquid which had been 
drenched over the. fiirniture, lit up 
the Berlin sky like day. 

‘Goering was there ' when Hitler 
arrived. He had thought of han- 
ging his prisoner on the spot, but

Czechoslovakian’ Liaison Officer Under Fire 


Each Side Again 
. Blames Other 


- Prague, To-day. 


A new shooting incident of a serious nature occur- 
red yesterday, near Ungvar, when, according 
to a Ukrainian semi-official report, Hungarian 
irreculars crossed the frontier at about two 
a.m. near the village of Douhe, and attacked 
the Czechoslovak frontier guards.

Not long ago a caravan of camels arrived: at 


the Egyptian | land frontier. - 


They carried no 


burdens — it was explained that they: were being 
brought to Egypt for sale. 


The officer in charge of the customs patrol was 
fond of animals. He went up to one camel and. 
stroked it. On the camel’s hump he felt something 
which did not seem to be camel. Examination dis- 
closed spots where heavy hair of the camel’s humps 
had been shaved away, brickets of hashish (made 
from Indian hemp) glued to these places, and the 
hair replaced over the bricks. 


Again, on another international 
boundary, an apparently innocent 
shipment of ozocerite, a mineral 
wax, was found by customs officers 
to be a mixture of heroim and par- 
affin wax. All that the narcotic 
smuggler had to do after taking de 
livery was to submit the ozocerite 
to a simple chemical process which 
would precipitate: his heroin ready. 
for sale. 

Hollow heels of shoes, brass bed- 
steads, grindstones, journal boxes 
of railway cars, camel saddles, auto- 
mobile cushions, “Bibles,” coffins, 


even tombstones, have been found 


to conceal drugs, writes Stuart J. 
Fuller in “The. Rotarian.” 


CONTROL DIFFICULT 


Such . Smuggling operations as 
these ‘indicate the difficulties -inher- 
ent in the control of riarcotic drugs 
and emphasise the fact that-acting 
alone the nations of the world are 
unable adequately to protect them- 
selves against illicit narcotic-drug 
traffic. Even adequately to control 
the “lawful” traffic necessitates in- 
ternational co-operation. Isolated 
action by one country can have no 
permament or effective result 80 
long as other countries allow free 
import and export of the drugs.

The high temperature, ihe: lack of 
oxygen, and the abundance of car- 
bon dioxide can be interpreted as 
imdications that there cannot be any 
great’ amount of vegetation on 
Venus, ‘and suggest that the planet 
- is not the abode of life. - 

Mars.—The red colour of Mara, 
which is unique among the heavenly 
bodies, provides indirect evidence of 
oxygen, suggesting rocks that have 
been completely oxidised. We may 
contrast the colour of Mars with 
the grey, or brownish, rocks of the 
Moon -vhich have not been oxidised. 

It VKppears probable that ' Mars 
may be a planet where the weather- 
img of the rocks, followed by their 
oxidation, has resulted in the almost 
complete depletion of oxygen from 
the atmosphere. _ 

Mars appears to be'a world in the 
state that the Earth will ultimately 
reach when the oxygen. in the 
atmosphere will have been 
almost entirely exhausted by the 
progressive weathering and oxida- 
tion of the rocks, 

‘COLD: JUPITER .

Famous English Golf 
Amateur’s Death 


By the death of Reymond Hervey de 
Montmorency there passes from the 
British golf scene a famous English 
amateur. “Monty,” as he was atfec- 
tionately called. by all who knew him, 
competed in the EKdén Tournament for 
some years, and won it in 1923 and 
1924 when he was over 50 years of age. 

It may not be generally remembered 
that he was the first British golfer: to 
meet Bobby Jones in an international. 
That was in the unofficial: contest in 
1921 that was the genesis of the Wal- 
ker Cup international, and the Ameri- 
can, then on his first visit to this coun- ° 
try, won, 

Those who saw Montmorency play 
in those early post-war years will 
readily agree that here was a man 
who, given the opportunity, might have 
won the Amateur Championship. Ow. 
ing to his duties as master at Eton, 
which he carried on for 27 years until 
his retirement, he could not enter for 
that event, and he was, over 50 before 
he was free to take part in the Cham- 
pionship. It was at 52 that he first 
won the Eden Tournament in the face 
of the formidable opposition which 
that event involved, and many will al- 
ways remember his “straight down the 
middle” ‘play, with a «comparatively 
short swing, and his special skill with 
the jigger. His geniality alike in de- 
feat and in success is also a pleasant 
memory of a likeable personality.  - 

In his schooldays at Cheltenham and 
St, Paul’s Montmorency, who was born 
in India in 1871, showed his love and 
aptitude for games, and when he went 
to Oxford he was awarded ‘a cricket 
blue, and later, when he showed- an 
equal proficiency on the links, he took 
part in the inter-University matches. 
He represented England on more than 
one occasion, and in 1927 he was a 
member of the team the R..and A. sent 
on a missionary tour to South Africa. 
He -was & regular competitor in the R. 
and A. meetings, and invariably went 
to St. Andrews with keen ' pleasure, 
particularly as the Old Course was his 
favourite among courses. He was a 
member of the M.C.C.
